I.— Administration.

II.— Public  Health. 


3.  During  the  first  half  of  the  year  conditions  were  good.  But  during 
early  September,  so  far  as  subsequent  enquiry  enabled  the  Department’s 
officers  to  ascertain,  a  certain  amount  of  measles  occurred  in  Port  Loius.  So 
far  as  those  cases  were  concerned  there  was  no  indication  of  any  excessive 
severity  in  the  disease,  nor  had  the  Department  any  information  regarding 
the  occurrence  of  this  disease  to  any  abnormal  extent  elsewhere  in  the  Colony. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  Plaines  Wilhems  ascertained  that  the  epi¬ 
demic  began  in  Plaines  Wilhems  at  the  end  of  September  and  reached  its 
maximum  between  the  8th  and  20th  October. 

Since  no  references  to  undue  prevalence  of  measles  had  appeared  in  any 
of  the  reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  the  rural  districts  a  circular  instruction 
was  sent  to  such  medical  officers  on  31st  October,  directing  them  to  report 
specially  upon  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  in  their  districts  and  to  state 
what  measures  if  any  had  been  taken  by  them. 


Most  of  the  reports  submitted  in  response  to  this  circular  stated  that 
measles  was  prevalent  in  epidemic  form  in  the  districts  concerned  but  that 
the  Government  Medical  Officers  had  themselves  seen  very  few  cases  at  the 
hospitals  or  dispensaries.  They  attributed  this  to  the  fact  that  parents 
of  affected  children  did  not  regard  the  disease  as  being  serious  enough  to 
call  for  medical  aid,  and  that  it  was  only  when  the  patients  had  become 
seriously  ill  with  complications  or  sequelae  that  medical  aid  was  sought. 


It  is  remarkable  that  such  a  widespread  epidemic  should  have  caused  so 
little  impression  on  the  hospital  or  dispensary  returns  because  the  fatality  of 
the  disease  must  have  been  considerably  higher  than  usual,  as  the  following.

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In  attempting  to  speculate  from  the  information  now  available  why  this 
outbreak  was  so  virulent  one  or  two  considerations  arise.  Measles  is  not  new 
in  the  Colony.  There  have  been  outbreaks  in  the  past,  and  there  was  an 
extensive  epidemic  in  1930  in  which  the  mortality  was  much  less  than  in  the 
epidemic  of  1939.  The  fatality  in  the  recent  epidemic  cannot  have  been  due 
to  the  disease  occurring  among  the  population  tor  the  first  time.  It  has  been 
noted,  however,  that  occurring  concurrently  with  the  epidemic  of  measles 
there  was  a  considerable  amount  of  mild  influenza  and  it  is  not  impossible 
that  the  fatality  ascribed  to  measles  alone  might  really  have  been  due  to  a 
combination  of  measles  and  influenza  in  the  same  patient.  The  apparently 
high  proportion  of  pulmonary  complications  lends  support  to  this  hypothesis. 

Measles  was  present  in  Reunion  during  August,  and  it  is  thought  that 
the  epidemic  in  Mauritius  has  been  caused  by  the  introduction  of  measles  by 
an  infected  passenger  from  Reunion  landing  in  Mauritius  during  the  incu¬ 
bation  period  of  the  disease. 

4.  The  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  hospitals  was  28,122  as  com¬ 
pared  with  28,605  for  the  previous  year,  and  the  number  of  attendances  at 
dispensaries  and  out-patient  departments  of  the  hospitals  was  344,897.  In 
1938  the  comparable  number  was  365,449. 

The  birth  rate  for  1939  was  36.0  per  1,000  ;  that  for  1938  33.4  per  1,000, 
and  the  death  rate  28.0  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  29.9  per  1,000,  for  1938. 

5  The  number  of  cases  of  malignant  disease  admitted  to  the  public  hos¬ 
pitals  was  172.

6.  Malaria. — The  total  number  of  patients  suffering  from  malaria 
admitted  to  the  hospitals  was  2,929,  an  increase  of  115  over  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year.  The  case  mortality  was  2.83  per  cent.

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  Colony  from  malaria  and  malarial 
cachexia,  1,837,  is  equivalent  to  a  death-rate  of  4.53  per  1,000  living.  The 
rate  for  1938  was  5.72  per  1,000. 

7.  Filariasis. — There  is  nothing  new  to  record  regarding  the  distribution 
of  filariasis  in  the  Colony.  Though  the  infection  may  be  classed  as  common 
there  occur  remarkably  few  instances  of  its  disabling  complications  or  effects. 


MISCELLANEOUS  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

8.  Plague. — No  case  of  plague  occurred  during  the  year. 

9.  Small-Pox. — There  has  been  no  small-pox  in  the  Colony  since  1913, 
though  a  number  of  ship-borne  cases  have  been  quarantined  at  Flat  Island 
Quarantine  Station  during  the  period  between  that  year  and  this.  9,981 
children  were  vaccinated  during  1939  by  the  Public  Vaccinators.  The  statis¬ 
tics  are  as  follows :  —

11.  Diphtheria. — 48  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in  1939.  The 
disease  occurs  sporadically  ;  no  epidemic  outbreaks  have  been  recorded  for 
years.  It  is  generally  mild. 

DISEASES  AND  ACCIDENTS  ASSOCIATED  WITH  THE 

PUERPERAL  STATE 

12.  Though  a  number  of  non-communicable  conditions  are  included  in 
these  statistics  it  is  convenient  to  group  them  under  one  head  since  their 
significance  lies  in  revealing  certain  causes  of  maternal  and  infantile  mortality. 
154  deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to  the  puerperal  state.  They  are

Fourteen  cases  of  puerperal  septicaemia,  of  which  4  proved  fatal,  were 
treated  in  hospital,  a  case  mortality  of  28.57  per  cent. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  (the  ratio  of  the  number  of  deaths  ascribed 
to  the  puerperal  state  to  the  total  number  of  births  including  still-births)  was 
9.72  per  1,000  in  1939  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  11.38  per  1,000  for  the 
previous  year. 

13.  Erysipelas. — 52  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  85  in  1938. 
10  deaths  were  registered. 

14.  Tuberculosis. — Out  of  the  11,340  deaths  of  1939,  283  were  due  to 
tuberculosis.  These  figures  shew  a  death-rate  from  tuberculosis  of  698.7  per 
million  living.  The  crude  death-rate  for  tuberculosis  has  shewn  a  consider¬ 
able  reduction  in  recent  years. 
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15.  Leprosy. — The  report  on  the  work  of  the  Leprosy  Board  and  of  the 
Leper  Hospital  appears  in  Appendix  VII. 

16.  Venereal  Diseases. — 246  cases  of  admission  for  syphilis  and  4  deaths 
from  this  disease  were  recorded  from  the  hospitals  during  the  year.  209  cases 
of  gonorrhoea  were  treated  and  227  cases  of  soft  chancre. 

Mauritius  is  a  signatory  of  the  International  Agreement  signed  at  Brussels 
in  1924  respecting  facilities  to  be  given  to  merchant  seamen  for  treatment 
of  venereal  diseases. 

The  only  difference  between  local  practice  and  the  requirments  of  the 
agreement  is  that  the  Kahn  test  is  used  instead  of  the  Wassermann  reaction 
in  the  serological  diagnosis  of  syphilis. 

The  treatment  centre  is  situated  at  the  Civil  Hospital,  Port  Louis,  within 
easy  reach  of  the  harbour.  It  is  open  daily,  Sunday  excepted,  from  8  a.m.  to 

5  p.m. 

Hospital  cases  are  accommodated  in  the  hospital  free  of  charge. 

HELMINTHIC  DISEASES 

17.  Ankylostomiasis. — 17,007  cases  were  treated  in  the  hospitals  and 
dispensaries  and  the  number  of  deaths  in  hospitals  ascribed  to  hookworm 
disease  was  28. 

18.  Filariasis. — has  already  been  mentioned  in  paragraph  7  above. 

19.  S schistosomiasis. — 68  cases  were  treated  in  the  hospitals  during  the 
year,  and  151  at  the  dispensaries.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

21.  The  basis  for  the  calculation  of  the  vital  statistics  is  the  number  of 
the  population  on  the  30th  June  of  the  year  under  reference:  —

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The  chief  feature  of  interest  here  is  the  high  density  of  population  562.53 
per  square  mile. 

2.  Marriages. — 1,984  marriages  were  celebrated  in  1939  as  compared 
with  2,113  in  1938  ;  showing  a  decrease  of  129.  This  is  equivalent  to  a 
marriage  iate  (number  of  persons  married  to  every  thousand  of  population) 
of  9.8  per  1,000  against  10.5  per  1,000  in  1938. 

23.  Births. — The  total  number  of  births  for  the  year  was  14,578  (males 
7,415  and  females  7,163).  5,174  of  these  occurred  in  the  general  and  9,404  in 

the  Indian  population.  The  birth-rate  was  36.0  against  33.4  per  1,000  in  1938. 


24.  Deaths. — During  the  year  1939,  the  total  number  of  deaths  was 
11,340  (5,619  males  and  5,721  females)  ;  3,680  in  the  general  and  7,660  in 
the  Indian  population.  The  number  is  a  decrease  of  706  over  the  total  deaths 
of  1938. 

The  death-rate  for  the  Colony  was  28.0  compared  with  29.9  per  1,000 
for  1938  and  with  27.46  per  1,000  for  the  quinquennial  period  preceding 
1939.  The  month  of  maximum  mortality  was  November  whilst  in  1938  it 
was  August.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

25.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age  occurring  in  any  year  for  every  thousand  live  births  regis¬ 
tered  during  the  year. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  1939  was  157.5  per  1,000  as  compared 
with  162.5  per  1,000  for  1938. 
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STILL-BIRTHS 

26.  A  still-birth  is  defined  by  the  Registrar  General  as  “  a  child  born 
dead  at  or  after  the  seventh  month  of  pregnancy.'’

It  is  equivalent  to  8.7  per  cent,  of  live  births  for  the  same  period  as 
compared  with  9.3  per  cent,  for  1938. 

27.  Malaria.— 1939  was  a  moderately  good  year  so  far  as  Malaria  is 
concerned.  The  year  opened  with  the  continuation  of  a  drought  which  had 
begun  towards  the  latter  end  of  1938  and  this  kept  the  malarial  incidence 
lower  than  usual.  Abundant  rains  during  November  and  December  did  not 
cause  the  position  to  deteriorate. 

28.  Plague. — No  case  of  plague  occurred  during  the  year. 

HELMINTHIC  DISEASES 

29.  Ankylostomiasis . — Routine  mass  treatments  for  this  condition  are 
still  necessary  because,  in  rural  areas,  the  people  have  not  yet  acquired  the 
habit  of  using  the  latrines  with  which  their  premises  are  provided. 

30.  Schistosomiasis. — From  the  public  health  view  point  there  is  no 
change  in  the  position  regarding  this  infection.  No  work  has  been  possible 
on  it  during  1939. 


OTHER  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

31.  Of  the  other  communicable  diseases  which  occur  from  time  to  time, 
enteric  fever  and  the  dysenteries  are  the  most  common,  and  outbreaks  of 
bacillary  dysentery  occur  from  time  to  time.  These  have  the  general 
characteristics  of  water-borne  outbreaks.  Leprosy  is  not  on  the  increase  The 
extensive  and  severe  epidemic  of  measles  has  already  been  mentioned. 

GENERAL  MEASURES  OF  SANITATION 

32.  Night  Soil  and  Conservancy . — In  the  rural  districts  the  pit  latrine  is 
the  means  of  necessity  if  not  of  choice  in  areas  where  those  latrines  may  be 
constructed.  In  areas  where  the  soil  is  shallow  and  overlies  rock  a  double 
bucket  service  is  provided  and  the  disposal  of  faeces  is  effected  by  trenching 
them  on  trenching  grounds  approved  by  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

In  Curepipe  the  Department  conducts  a  pail  night  soil  service  on  premises 
not  provided  with  septic  tank  and  absorption  pit  systems  of  water  carriage. 
Consideration  was  given  to  an  extension  of  water  borne  sewerage  in  this 
township  and  it  is  hoped  that  action  may  result, 
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Though  most  of  Port  Louis  is  sewered  there  are  still  premises  in  the 
municipal  area  which  are  not  connected  to  the  system. 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

83.  The  Medical  and  Health  Department  handed  over  the  town  cleansing 
service  of  Port  Louis  to  the  Municipality  on  1st  January,  1940. 

34.  Water  Supplies. — There  is  no  change  to  record  in  the  water  supplies 
of  the  Colony  during  the  year. 

No  outbreaks  of  disease  attributable  to  infection  of  state-provided  water 
supplies  were  reported. 

35.  Labour  Conditions. — The  general  health  of  the  labouring  classes  was 
about  the  average  if  one  may  judge  from  the  returns  of  vital  statistics.  Cases 
of  severe  malnutrition  are  extremely  rare. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  IN  RELATION  TO  HEALTH  AND  DISEASE 

30.  There  are  six  public  and  four  private  abattoirs  m  the  Colony.  The 
public  abattoirs  administered  by  the  Municipality  of  Port  Louis,  the  Boards 
of  Beau  Bassin,  Rose  Hill,  and  Curepipe,  are  each  controlled  by  a  veterinary 
officer. 

It  may  be  said  that  on  the  whole,  the  foodstuffs  marketed  are  wholesome 
and  of  good  quality.  The  only  condition  found  with  any  frequency  in  the 
meat  trade  is  tuberculosis.  Cestode  infection  is  practically  non-existent 
among  cattle  and  it  is  very  rare  in  human  beings. 

The  only  exception  to  this  general  rule  is  milk  which  is  seldom  retailed 
in  its  natural  state.  In  spite  of  the  control  which  is  exercised  and  the  heavy 
penalties  inflicted  upon  offenders,  sophistication  is  rife  and  appears  to  be 
ineradicable. 

37.  Tri-ortho -cresol  phosphate  poisoning. — No  further  case  of  this  intox¬ 
ication  has  been  notified  to  the  Department. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  the  testing  of  edible  oils  for  this 
substance  before  their  release  from  the  Customs  Warehouse. 

MEASURES  TAKEN  TO  SPREAD  THE  KNOWLEDGE  OF 

HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION 

38.  The  hookworm  control  staff  deliver  talks  on  hookworm  infection  and 
its  prevention  on  the  occasions  on  which  mass  treatments  are  being  given. 
The  sanitary  staff  have  also  been  instructed  to  lose  no  opportunity  of  giving 
advice  on  hygienic  subjects  in  the  course  of  their  routine  duties. 

TRAINING  OF  SANITARY  PERSONNEL 

39.  The  batch  of  9even  candidates  for  sanitary  posts  enlisted  in  1938 
continued  their  training  during  the  year.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

41.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Society  obtained  an  increased  grant 
from  the  Government  thus  enabling  the  Society  to  provide  for  another  clinic. 
There  are  now  10  clinics  in  operation  in  the  Colony. 

The  Goutte  de  Lait  was  afforded  the  usual  financial  support. 

THE  MIDWIVES  BOARD 

42.  The  Midwives  Board  met  at  the  end  of  December  and  decided  that 
a  census  be  made  of  Mid  wives  and  Labour  Attendants. 

THE  LEPROSY  BOARD 

43.  The  Leprosy  Board  consists  of: 

The  Director,  Medical  and  Health  Department  (Chairman). 

The  Medical  Superintendent,  Leper  Hospital. 

The  District  Magistrate,  Port  Louis. 

The  Board  held  two  meetings  during  the  year  as  the  results  of  which 
2  patients  were  recommended  for  admission  and  detention  at  the  Leper 
Hospital. 

HOSPITALS 

44.  There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  in 
the  hospitals  of  the  Colony  ;  28,122  against  28,605  for  the  previous  year. 

On  the  suggestion  of  the  Colonial  Advisory  Medical  Committee  the 
short  list  of  causes  of  death  compiled  by  Major  P.  G.  Edge  in  his  article 
entitled  Devitalised  Vital  Statistics  in  the  Tropics  ”  has  been  substituted, 
in  this  report,  for  the  Return  of  Diseases  and  Deaths  (  (In-patients)  (Appen¬ 
dix  IX  of  the  1937  Report)  ).  The  Return  of  deaths  in  hospitals  classified 
according  to  this  nomenclature  appears  as  Appendix  IX. 

The  number  of  estate  hospitals  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  39. 

DISPENSARY  RETURNS 

45.  The  dispensaries  and  the  hospital  out-patient  departments  were  con¬ 
sulted  by  male  patients  175,797  times,  and  by  female  patients  169,100  times  ; 
total  344,897. 
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The  number  of  new  cases  amounted  during  the  year  to  234,717.  In  1938, 
250,326  were  recorded. 

The  statistics  of  the  number  of  new  cases  seen  at  hospital  out-patient 
departments  and  at  dispensaries  are  not  accurate  owing  to  the  difficulty  fre¬ 
quently  experienced  in  deciding  whether  a  case  should  be  registered  as  a  new 
case  or  as  a  reappearance.  The  most  reliable  figures  are  those  of  attendances. 

PRISON  HYGIENE 

40.  The  general  hygiene  in  the  prisons  has  been  maintained  at  its  usual 
satisfactory  standard.

47.  River  Reserves  Board. — One  meeting  was  held  and  185  applications 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

48.  Rodrigues. — The  Report  of  the  Government  Medical  Officer, 
Rodrigues  (Appendix  XII,  not  printed),  gives  an  account  of  Medical  and 
Sanitary  matters  in  the  Dependency. 

49.  The  outbreak  of  War  on  3rd  September  and  the  appointment  of  the 
Director,  Medical  and  Health  Department  as  Food  Controller  and  Chairman 
of  the  Mauritius  Supplies  Control  Board  has  thrown  the  burden  of  the 
routine  administration  of  the  Department  on  Dr.  L.  M.  J.  R.  Pilot,  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Port  Louis,  and  Port  Health  Officer.  I  should  like  here  to 
express  my  indebtedness  to  him  for  the  willingness  with  which  he  has  under¬ 
taken  these  duties.  The  Headquarters  staff  were  also  depleted  through  the 
transfer  of  officers  for  emergency  work  and  they  too  deserve  credit  for  the  way 
in  which  they  have  risen  to  the  occasion.  Other  Branches  of  the  Department 
have  successfully  overcome  their  own  difficulties  and  my  thanks  are  due  to 
all  officers  concerned  for  the  co-operation  they  have  so  willingly  given.
